‘ Have gone through all the recordings I can find that I have of the 
assassination. I thought I had others, but if so, I can't find them. I 
recorded them wi'thin the week after the event, and since then I have moved 
from the address jAiere the recordings were made to New York, : and then back . 
to a third address, so it is possible they are lost or just misplaced. 

In any event',’ what I have found of Oswald's actual voice,' I have 
carefully transcribed to paper. I have played each recording back several 
tiiaes to be sure’ I have it exactly word for word. The results I will type 
on the reverse side of this letter. 

There are a few phrases I am not sure of. These I have placed 
inside of parenthesis. On the recording which is included on the new LP 
put out by Capitol, and which you are on also, I could not make out certain 
words at all, and so I will represent such places by a series of dots. 

Aside, then, from the dots and parenthesis, you can be absolutely 
certain of completely accurate quotations. I notice that the quote you used 
in the original Ifi/hitewash is not exactly as Oswald said it. You have the 
justice's name included in the quote. Oswald did not 'use the name. He merely 
said judge”. Also, he added (evidentally in ansv/er to a question which I can 
not hear at all) **A policeman hit me”. Aside from that, you have it as complete 
as I do on tape. I have two versions of this little speech by Oswald. One was 
cut. It is the same, but shorter. The version. I give you is ,the complete one, 
as I have it. _ The third .'quote '1 wrLll give you is on a separate interview. . .just 
one question arid answer. Obviously as Oswald was being moved through the hall. 

I do not have the times on any of these, although it is obvious that the lenghty ^ . 
one. ..the one you've used in 1/tfhitewash was recorded on Nov. 22.. I don't know if 
this was the so-called "press conference". It sounds more like a hall interview. 
There are many voices heard at once, some not distinguishable, but making the words 
of Oswald difficult to understand. I guaranted the accuracy of everything not within 
parenthesis, however. I did not get all the questions, but I got everything that is 
understandable of Oswald's answers. 



You might do me a favor and let me know if any of the many pictures you 
’ wrote so brilliantly about in Whitewash II are available to buy. I finished the book, 
and as did the original book, this one ended up with a bang. Tremendous analysis I 
Again I congratulate you. I'd like to question you about some things I don't quite 
understand about Willis 5 and Altgens in relation to Zapruder, but I'm too tired now 
to make sense. I've spent hours listening to tapes to try to get these quotes for you 
Unfortunately, the fellow wiio lent me his recorder, so that I could duplicate the 
broadcast for you has taken it back. I have no way of duping the present material 
just now, but if you want it. I'll try to borrown the recorder again in order to copy 
for you. Let me know if you want the actual recordings, or if the exact quotes I am 
now providing will suffice. I have not found the "patsy" statement in my tapes. 



I'd be very interested in knowing if I would be allowed to see the Zapruder 
film in Washington. Do you have to be an accredited researcher or what? Please let 



me know. Thanks .
